DIXIE MAID (Snyder 1953). Light salmon, with a cream 
throat. Opens 7-8 florets on a nice tall spike. 


FIRE OPAL (Fischer 1954). Attractive, ruffled orange with 
a golden throat. 6-7 open at one time on a medium spike. 
Blooms early and very evenly. 


FLORIBUNDA (Pruitt 1954). Soft pink, blending to a 
deeper rose pink. Opens 8-10 heavily textured florets. 
One of the later flowers to bloom. 


HARRISBURGER (Mikle 1953). Deep cherry red. Grows 
tall, straight and spikes are something to behold. Opens 
7-9 and spike has 20 to 22 buds. One of the finest in 
color I have seen. 


LAVENDER JOY (Jack 1953). Light ruffled lavender with 
a small feather on a cream throat. Opens 7-9 evenly 
spaced florets on a tall willowy stem. 


PAULINE (Wright 1952). Nice, pure white. Opens 7-9 on 
a nice long head. One of those glads that has been over- 
looked by too many people. 


PINK CHIFFON (Fischer 1953). Very delicate pale, rose 
pink. This flower should be cut and opened indoors to 
really appreciate the exquisite beauty. Very good grower, 
even from small bulbs and will open 5-7 4 in. florets. 


PINK DIAMOND (Fischer 1954). A different shade of 
frosty pink. Opens 7-9 ruffled florets on a 5 ft. spike with 
20-22 buds. You can’t go wrong on this one. 


PINK LUSTRE (Jack 1954). A lovely shade of soft pink. 
One of our earliest to bloom. Delicate in color but husky 
end vigorous in growth. Opens 8-9 on a medium height 
spike and will also open when cut in tight bud. Excellent 
commercial possibilities. 


PRINCESS (Larus 1953). Early lavender that has won 
many show prizes as well as having a great potential 
as a commercial cut flower. 4 to 5% ft. tall and opens 
7-9 beautiful florets on a long straight head. 


RECOMPENSE (R. Pruitt 1953). Light pale yellow with 
red blotch in throat. More ruffled than old Spotlight and 
this appears to be by far the finest of the two flowers. 
Clean, healthy grower. Opens 8-10 on a 4¥2 ft. spike with 
20-22 bud count. 


REGINA (Palmer 1953). Huge, ruffled deep apricot, shad- 
ing to yellow with a small scarlet blotch. One of our 
heaviest, tallest and most vigorous growers. Opens 7-8 
with 20 buds. Extremely different. 


ROSITA (Woods 1952). One of the most beautiful and 
different glads I have seen. Near the color of Chamouny 
and Elizabeth the Queen mixed. Ruffling is exquisite. A 
top show glad and one you will be proud to have. 


SNOW DRIFT (Fischer 1954). One of Carl’s newer whites. 
Ruffled and waxy. Will cut from tight bud but does need 
excellent care to go as high as Mother Fischer. Open 
6-8 evenly spaced florets on a 342 to 4 ft. spike. Very 
beautiful. 


TRAVELER (Torrie-Flad 1952). Light rose pink that is 
absolutely a must for your garden. Opens 10-12 on a 20-22 
bud head. This flower will certainly make a place on the 
show tables in ihe future as it has in the past. From trials 
in the commercial cut flower fields this is going to be one 
of the best. 


TRULY FAIR (Woods 1953). Beautiful shade of American 
Beauty rose red. Fine, strong grower. Opens 7-8 on 20 
bud spike. 


TYRONE (Deam 1952). Clean orchid lavender with small 
white throat. Perfect placement of 6-8 open florets with 
20-22 bud count. Stands heat exceptionally well. 


WILD ROSE (Fischer 1955). One of the best of the new 
ones. Attractive rose color, shading to a light, creamy 
throat. Opens 7-8 on straight tall spikes. You will be 
growing this one in the future so don’t wait too long.

Snow cloud is a ‘cutter’ among cutflower 
men, having that rare ability to be cut from 
a tight bud, stay out of water for 3 to 4 days 
and open clear out to the last bud. Health 
and germination is excellent.
